It is with pleasure that we are able to report that during 
the past year a great improvement has been made in the cem- 
eteries as to their general appearance. At a meeting of the 
trustees early in the season they voted that the sum of two 
hundred dollars be expended at the Grasmere cemetery in 
fixing up some of the old lots and that the fence be repaired 
and painted.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION, 
INDEPENDENT SCHOOL DISTRICT, 


At the beginning of the school year we were obliged to 
procure three new teachers for the high school. Mr. Smith 
and Miss Bourne resigned. Miss Kelly left for a better posi- 
tion at Claremont. We succeeded in inducing Mr. William 
H. Martin, a Bates’ graduate, who had a very desirable posi- 
tion in another state, to come here, thus getting an experi- 
enced principal, and the result has proved the wisdom of so 
doing, and we know that the district will wish us to retain 
him as long as we can. The assistants were Miss Marjorie 
Rowell, a graduate of Wellesley, and one of our own girls, and 
Miss Gladys Wellington of Webster, Mass., also a Wellesley 
graduate, and they have worked so smoothly with the princi- 
pal, that the results have been very gratifying to us. The 
grades have been under the same efficient teachers of last 
year, and ‘there is not one but what we would be very sorry to 
part with. 

A new fence has been built around the playground. It 
has been built of wire and is a very stout, serviceable one, and 
should last for years. ‘he drinking fountains should be re- 
placed with the new bubbling ones, as they are sanitary, 
while the old ones expose the children who use them to dan- 
ger. One child with diphtheria drinking out of these old 
cups would expose every other child who used the cup to the — 
disease. The new ones would cost but little and should be 
furnished. We are all aware that there is no place in which 
the pupils can stay, until the time arrives for them to take 
their trains. ‘They stay in the school building as long as they 
can see, and then are obliged to go out on the street. The 
number of out-of-town pupils have become so numerous that 
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this must be remedied, and the time has come when the school 
building should be wired for electricity. This would cost but 
little, and the school would be given a home where they could 
meet and have debates. There is no place in the town the 
pupils can have to meet in without cost 'to them: other schools 
are making a school home for the pupils and they find it 
pays. It is especially needed in this town where neither play- 
room nor playground is provided. The blackboards in the 
high school must be replaced by slate boards. This is imper- 
ative, as work can not be done on those we have. They must 
be replaced before another year. | 
We shall need this year $3,312 for teachers’ salaries, $100 

for music, $375 for janitor and truant officer, $250 for fuel, 
$300 for blackboards, $100 for supplies, $125 for books, and 
$75 for salary of Board of Education, so that it will be neces- 
sary ‘this year to raise about $2,000 above that required by 
law. By doing this we feel that we should be in a position 
to pay $100 on the note which the district owes, as well as the 
interest. Surely it is for our interest to have this debt paid 
up as soon as possible, and stop the interest on the note.

In presenting our annual report we believe we can justly 
claim a good degree of success for all our schools, the teach- 
ers and pupils working together in a way that insures results.
